Although Patmarabtan hae been called timid, cautious, conservative and a negative 
personality by other Mongol leaders, he could command a large following, If he 
believed that his return to mblic life would serve the Mongol cause, he would 
probably not hesitate to return even under Soviet sponsorshiv. ‘The date of 
Patmarabtan's return appears to coincide with Asgan's departure or disapvearance
